between the disaster and the publi- 
cation. 


First, 
we have repaired 
our 


losses—and vastly strengthened Ihe 
entire fleet. 


Second, we have carried the war 


to the Japs. On this point I quote 
the verdict of an authority, Thomas 
M. Johnson, NEA Service military 
writer, written especially for this 
anniversary day: 


"The Navy escorts convoys

while sinking Japanese war- 
ships so fast—sometimes three 
to one—that their Pacific super- 
iorily is ending. We build about 
three to their one, four limes 
our 1941 production, scrapping 
all records, launching in one

Third—and this is most import- 


ant of all—Ihere has been a lighl- 
ning-change in American public 
opinion. 
The immediate reaction 


to the Pearl Harbor disaster was 
anger at our high naval and mili- 
tary commanders, and criticism of 
President Roosevelt who appoint- 
ed them. But it is our judgment a 
year later that the public itself was 
to blame. 


Not specifically for Pearl Har- 


bor—bul for continued support of 
such dangerous and illogical poli 
cics as pacifism, isolationism, dis 
armament. . However much 
you 


may 
disagree 
with 
President 


Roosevelt's domestic policies—and 
so far as this newspaper is con 


erned, that is 100 per cent—you 
musl give him credil for one thing: 
ie may have run up the federal 
Icbt lo astronomical proportions 
vhile building WPA sanitary out- 
louses, but at the same time, from 
he very beginning of his admin 
stration, he was strengthening the 
American Navy. Salt water hap- 
pens lo be Mr. Roosevelt's hobby 
and the Navy is his first love—bu 
anyway you look at it, the nation 
s lucky. 


We are lucky to have escapee 


absolute defeat—for we have nursec 
n the national bosom for many < 
year philosophies thai could have 
deslroyed us. 


Prior lo Pearl Harbor a con 


siderable number of persons act 
ually believed a great and wealthj 
lation could disarm, and, goini 
disarmed lo a conference table 
could argue with other nations tha 
lad kept their weapons. And ye 
these same people never left horn 
withoul first locking il 
up, 
and 


trusting to the local police to pro- 
tect it. So long as it is necessary 
to have local police 
to 
protect 


cities against home-town robbers 
it will always be necessary to main- 
tain armies and navies to protecl 
nations against world-wide robbers. 


Prior lo Pearl Harbor it was the 


fashion to call anyone who believed 
in a big navy and a big standing 
army a 'war monger". Under Ihe 
same suspicion were all our greal 
industries, although it 
is 
their 


production which constitutes much 
of our national strength. 


Even after Pearl Harbor you 


heard many people say that Ihe 
"war mongers" sold Ihe Japs Ihe 
scrap metal with which they built 
their navy and killed our boys. But 
have you ever stopped lo think lhal 
il was America's women, buying 
hose made of Japanese silk, who 
gave Ihe enemy Ihe money with 
which to buy our steel? 


We can'l forbid trade with 
all 


foreign nations on the assumption 
lhal one of them may sometime be 
our enemy and use our 
material 


againsl us. 


Rather, we demand the right to 


trade wherever we please. 


And this invokes the 
standing 


peril of war—and requires that we 
be at all times prepared. 


Pearl Harbor taught us this— 


about our own country, about our- 
selves. 


And so Pearl Harbor is not so 


much a memory as an omen—and 
anything that will help guard and 
protecl us in the fulure is infinitely 
valuable.

Manzanar, Calif., Dec. 1 — (IP) — 


One Japanese was killed and nine 
wounded last night when soldiers, 


ushed by a mob of rioting Nippon- 
sc at the Manzanar relocaloin cen- 
er, fired on the crowd, Project Di- 
ector Ralph P. Merritt said today. 


The flare up came shortly after

thorities said today, and the Unit- 
ed Nations, with armed 
might 


growing to overwhelming propor- 
tions, are on the rpad to victory. 


Yet, 
these experts agreed, final 


victory is still long 
months, 
if not 


years in the future. 
The bloodiest 
campaigns — invasion of N a z i 
Europe and the 
conques t of Japan 


—are still lo be faught. 
The great- 


est sacrifices by the people al home 
arc yet to be made. 


These were regarded as the main 


elements of the situation in which 
America found itself as the f i r s t 
year of a war born in treachery 
at Pearl Harbor closed and t h e 
probable pattern of the year ahead 
began to take shape. Here are the 
main lines of development 
anti- 


cipated by authorities: 


1. The principal effort will be di- 


rected by crushing Germany a n d 
Italy. The conquest of North Africa 
is but a preliminary to Ihe big 
push which may be launched from 
several directions once the Allied 
high command decides the time is 
ripe and their forces are ready. 


2. Because of the widsom of con- 


centrating strength at the m a i n 
point of attack, operations in the 
Pacific - Asiatic theater will 
be 


largely designed lo hold the Japan- 
ese in check and, possibly, to furn- 
ish jumping off places for final 
operations there when 
sufficient 


forces become available. 


3. Despite the demands of 
our 


own armjes. the Russians w h o 
started the tide turning 
against 


Germany, the Chinese, who have 
been battling the Japs for 
five 


years, and other Allies must be 
given increasing quantities of sup- 
plies. 


4. America, which lost its rub- 


ber resources when the Japanese 
conquered Malaya and much of its 
east coast petroleum supplies when 
U - boats infested the western At- 
lantic, 
probably 
will 
find 
il 


necessary to draw its economic belt 
tighter and tighter — due not to 
the achievements of the enemy but 


lo the requirements of our own and 
Allied armeis and Navies. 


5. Barring some unforeseen in- 


ternal crackup of Germany, 
the 


campaigns to be 
fought 
this year 


may bring victory in sight by the 
lime Ihe second anniversary 
of 


Pearl Harbor rolls around. On Ihe 
other hand, the 
United Nations 


forces may encounter some defeats 
as well as victories in the months 
ahead and it is certainly not out 
of the question thai Ihe end of Ihe 
war may still be obscured by the 
future a year from now. 


The important fact to keep 
in 


mind, qualified bul unquolable of- 
fcials said, is lhat from here on 
the development of the war is in 
the hands of the United Nations 
high command rather than those of 
Adolf Hitler and Ihe war lords in 
Tokyo. This is exaclly the reverse 
of the situation up to a few weeks 
ago. 


When Ihe Germans struck Poland 


invaded France, tried 
to 
break 


Britain by air and finally turned 
on their aggression had lo fighl 
defensively. This was of enormous 
advanlage lo the 
Germans 
who 


could always pick the weak points 
to strike. 


Much the same Ihing was true 


of Japanese operations in Ihe Pa- 
cific until quite recently. When the 
followed up Pearl Harbor with the 
subjugation of the Philippines, Ma- 
laya and Singapore and Ihe Neth- 
erlands Indies, American and Brit- 
ish forces were always fighting de- 
fensively. 


While America was marshalling 


her strength, Japan's first cam- 
paign ended victoriously in Java. 
To this she added victory in Bur- 
ma. Then her tentative thrust at 
India mel stiff opposition, Tokyo 
was bombed, Japanese armies in 
China suffered 
new 
reverses, 


American submarines began tak- 
ing a heavy toll of ships along Ja- 
pan's extended supply lines, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur started devel- 
oping Australia as the United Na- 
tions bastion in thp Far Pacific and 
Army troops and Marines turned 
scores of Pacific islands into out- 
posls lo guard the MacArthur sup-

World War II found him 
c o m- 


manding American Army forces in 
Ihe Philippines, where he had gone 
after serving as chief of staff in 
Washington for five years. 


When he was transferred to Aus- 


tralia his epic defense of Bataan 
was taken up by Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Jonathan M. Wainwrighl, who 
made the Japanese pay the utmosl 
for what they got and who is now 
a prisoner of war. 


MacArthur is now commander in 


chief of United Nations forces in 
the southwestern Pacific.
